LONDON STRIKE 


Rumors Say Government 
May Offer Limited 
Wage Raises 


LONDON,

Only 1,500 of the 50,000 Lon­ 
don district rail workers adopt­ 
ed slowdown tactics.

$1.40 weekly 
wage 
increase, 
showed u nexpected

The railworkers warned, how­ 
ever, that they had not dropped 
demands for wage increases, and 
high au thorities said the govern­ 
ment may compromise 
on 
its 
wage-freeze program. 
May Raise Wages 
These sou rces said the govern­ 
ment may try to pacify the ris­ 
ing tide of labor u nrest by grant­ 
ing increases to low-paid w ork ­ 
ers to offset higher living costs 
cau sed by revalu ation of

The government will stand fast 
against 
granting 
any 
general 
wage increases,

sou rces 
said, bu t might consider a m in­ 
imu m wage policy.
